The structure of rapamycin seems to be erroneous in the application. The rapamycin ring system of the application comprises a surperfluous 
carbon (located between the conjugated double bonds and a carbonyl group) compared to the rapamycin ring system found in the art Since the 
crux of die invention resides in the substituents located at the 42 position of rapamycin and not in the ring system, the ring system of rapamycin 
commonly disclosed in the art was used as the basis for the search. 
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
